Senator Pat McNamara (D-Mich) has let it be known 
that he will reverse the tactics of the late Senator Robert 
Kerr (D-Okla) whom he has succeeded as chairman of the 
Senate’s Public Works Committee. 
Much of K err’s strength in the Senate—and he had a 
tremendous amount of it—came from his chairmanship of 
this committee. 
He parcelled out pork barrel projects on 
rivers and harbors in return for senators’ political IOU’s 
for his pet projects like the 27*4 per cent oil depletion allow­ 
ance in the income tax law. 
Kerr was chairman of Hie 
board of Kerr-McGee Oil Industries, Inc., a $200 million cor­ 
poration, but he felt no conflict of interest when working 
t tooth and toenail to protect the interests of the oilmen. 
How well he protected them is indicated in part by K err’s 
own fortune. It was estimated at $40 million and he made it 
all himself, starting as young attorney with an investment 
in an oil drilling finn.

Kerr and McNamara have polar differences. 
Kerr was 
intensely devoted to the welfare of Oklahoma, so much so 
that he was accused of having sided with President Truman 
in the ouster of General MacArthur as the commander in 
Korea because he feared that if the war there went on the 
Oklahoma National guard wrould be called to duty. 
McNamara, a Detroit one time pipe fitter who rose in 
union organzation to acquire the power edge that gave him 
his senate seat, is devoted to welfare projects and educational 
aid most prominently. 
While his Michigan has been going 
downhill economically Oklahoma has been booming, and Sen­ 
ator Kerr was a big factor in the process, for he used his 
great authority in the senate to horse trade for preferen­ 
tial treatm ent for the Sooner State.

Now that outdoor activity is 
limited, many home owners take 
time out to brood indoors about 
their homes. Everything is seen 
in a new light. Cracks in the ceil­ 
ing are observed and even the 
baroness and sameness of floors 
get on one’s nerves. 
“We have s o m e old beat-up 
floors in 
our upstairs 
rooms,” 
writes one homemakes. “They are 
the brown-painted kind, old-fash­ 
ioned and ugly. My husband says 
that it would be a b i g job to 
scrape them, a n d impossible to 
live with as the bedrooms are 
very tiny and it wouldn’t be easy 
to move the furniture around as 
we worked. He doesn’t think that 
colored paints would hold up on 
the floor, but I certainly think 
that w hatever happened to them 
would be better than having our 
present floors which makes the 
rooms look dreary. . .” 
There are some very good deck 
paints available in many colors 
that would be more cheerful than 
that old-tim e floor paint. Cardinal 
red is especially good when put 
over brown floors. If just one col­ 
or is applied, the effect is antique- 
red. 
There are other colors that may 
be selected, and floor colors may 
be mixed from the basic white to 
which oil paints a r e added as 
paint stores or painters can ad­ 
vise you. Many people like black 
floors and these can l o o k chic 
even in the living room. 
“When we bought our present 
home. I was so eager to get it I 
didn’t notice the unsightly regis­ 
ters in the floor. There are three 
in the living room and my rugs are 
so large they would almost cover 
them completely. It means I must 
cut the rugs down, and we are 
also stuck with an unsightly look. 
Is there any .solution to this prob­ 
lem?” writes a reader. 
One thing that might save the 
situation is if the register grids 
are larger than needed as seems 
to be the case in many old homes. 
Lift the grids and size up the 
aperture. Measure it and then see 
if you can get a perforated plate 
that is just .slightly larger than 
the opecture. 
When you have determined that, 
size up the floor boards that would 
need to be inserted in the space 
that is left. Conventional boards 
that are laid random width could 1 
be laid easily by a d o -it-y o u r-1 
selfer or professional carpenter. 
lf there are registers that do 
not seem to be giving heat, it’s 
possible they could be eliminated 
completely. Many times registers 
were put in for one type of fur- , 
nace, and then additional regis­ 
ters put in because heat was re­ 
quired in another area. Though 
they were shut off in the base­ 
ment, the original ones were not 
ie moved from the floors. 
I would not cut the rug until j 
you have determined the area the 
registers 
would 
require. 
Many 
people who have wall to wall car- I 
pet move their registers from the 
floor to the wall. Ask your fur­ 
nace man and a metal worker 
about it. 
Here's a letter about a bumpy 
sloping ceiling: 
“We are redecorating a bed­ 
room that has a sloping ceiling 
that is so bumpy the wallpaper 
has cracked in many places. What 
can be put over it to conceal it?” 
When a ceiling or wall gets be­ 
yond the cracked and blemished 
stage and bumps and gouges ap­ 
pear, nothing will give a smooth 
finish to it. You must tear it out. 
The job may be easier in the long 
run than fiddling around trying to 
find studs so that you can tuck 
new m aterial to it that will not 
go on smoothly anyway. 
When you remove the cracked 
plaster from this slope, you may 
find some mot old beams. You 


Lacquer Requires 


Care In Handling

Durable, heat-resistant and w a­ 
terproof, lacquer is one of the 
I finest of finishes. But it also is 
one that requires careful, know­ 
ledgeable application 
to 
obtain 
satisfactory results. 
A combined advantage and dis­ 
advantage 
of 
lacquer is that it 
dries quickly, almost instantly. Be­ 
cause of this, it picks up less dust 
from the air and permits several 
applications in a single day. At the 
same time, the fast-drying quali­ 
ty can mean trouble in attem pting 
to get a smooth coat. 
Before lacquering anything for 
the first time, it is wise to prac­ 
tice on several pieces of 
scrap 
wood until you get the hang of it. 
Lacquer should be thinned about 
50-50 with lacquer thinner for 
most applications, varying the per­ 
centages as you desire once you 
have learned the technique. Buy 
brushing or spraying lacquer de­ 
pending on the equipm ent being 
used. 
The brush is dipped into lac- 
j quer and applied generously in 
broad, sweeping strokes. Overlap 
! the previous strokes slightly. You 
must work quickly and be certain 
that you have enough tim e to fin­ 
ish a complete panel at once. You 
| can’t stop — even for a few m in- 
i utes — and then return to the job. 


I Probably the most im portant thing 
to rem em ber is never to go back 
over the same spot a second time. 
Thus, if you discover that one 
part of the stock being worked on 


I doesn’t look just right, do not a t­ 
tem pt to patch it. If you do, the 
entire area immediately will take 
on a muddy appearance. Instead, 
rely on the second coat to fill in 
the area properly, since each coat 
of lacquer sinks into the previous 
one. 
There are two schools of thought 
on w hether lacquer 
should 
be 
sanded between coats. When first 
starting to use this finish, try a 
very light sanding after the first 
coat has dried. In many cases, two 
coats of lacquer will be suffi­ 
cient, but the finish usually will 
have added durability if at least 
three are applied. 
Lacquer is volatile. Use it only 
where there is plenty of ventila­ 
tion. To turn a glossy coat of lac­ 
quer into a more satiny effect, 
sometimes desired, rub down the 
dried final coat with a clean cloth 
and a m ixture of pumice and oil.

Cuban Invasion 


Air Cover Denied 


WASHINGTON (A P)—A Cuban 
invasion leader says his forces 
had never been promised U.S. air 
support in their ill-starred land­ 
ing at the Bay of Pigs. 
“We had our own planes but 
they were knocked out,” said Jose 
A. Perez San Roman, command­ 
er of the 2506th Cuban Liberation 
Brigade, in an interview Friday 
in Atty. Gen. Robert F. Kennedy’s 
outer office. 
Whether the United States had 
promised air cover for the inva­ 
sion and then had failed to de­ 
liver was one of the most con­ 
troversial issues raised in the tur­ 
moil following the invasion’s fail­ 
ure in 1961. 
The Kennedy administration has 
maintained an official silence on 
that point. 
One invasion veteran, Manuel 
Penabaz, wrote in a news mag­ 
azine 
that during the invasion 
Perez San Roman had called un­ 
successfully for jet cover. He said 
the appeal had been made in com­ 
munication 
with

ship, but that the rebels “looked 
in vain for the air support that 
could 
have 
knocked 
Castro's 
planes from the sky.’ 
Perez San Roman, who with 
f i v e comrades dropped in on the 
attorney general, was asked about 
this by newsmen and he shook 
his head.
